DOCTORS,  DENTISTS   REVISIT  THE  HEIGHTS 


On  April  22,  the  first  reunion  of 
Boston  College  Alumni  in  the  medical 
and  dental  professions  was  held  at 
the  Heights.  Early  in  the  afternoon 
doctors  appeared  to  visit  the  labora- 
tories and  classrooms  where  they 
worked  as  undergraduates  and  to  re- 
new friendships  with  the  faculty.  All 
were  pleasantly  surprised  at  the  tre- 
mendous changes  and  advances  made 
at  the  Heights. 

A  social  hour  in  the  lobby  of  Lyons 
Hall  brought  B.  C.  men  with  common 
interests  together  to  swap  stories  and 
to  reminisce.  At  long  last  Dr.  Roy 
J.  Heffernan,  '16,  welcomed  the  med- 
ical alumni  and  had  ready  from  his 
large  fund  a  few  stories  proper  to  the 
occasion.  Father  Maxwell  spoke  in- 
formatively on  what  the  future  holds 
for  Boston  College. 

Father  Michael  Walsh,  S.J.,  re- 
vealed some  startling  figures  to  show 
how  successful  B.  C.  students  have 
been  in  securing  admission  to  medical 
and  dental  schools.  The  figures  are 
as  follows:  During  the  past  few  years 
one  out  of  1.3  of  those  who  applied 
for  admission  was  accepted.  The  na- 
tional figure  for  1952  was  one  out  of 
four  and  for  New  England  one  out  of 
six.  At  the  present  time  there  are  129 
Boston  College  graduates  in  medical 
schools  and  91  in  dental  schools.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  we  have 
presently  almost  as  many  students  in 


dental  schools  as  we  have  practising 
dentists  among  the  Alumni. 

The  extraordinary  number  present 
at  this  first  reunion  makes  it  impera- 
tive that  this  reunion  become  an  an- 
nual Alumni  event. 

DENTAL  MEETING 

Boston  College  men  in  the  practice 
of  dentistry  had  their  first  banquet 
March  25  at  Alumni  Hall.  Dr.  Ed- 
mund Flaherty,  '47,  prime  mover  for 
this  banquet,  was  chairman  and  toast- 
master.  He  introduced  Father  Max- 
well, who  welcomed  the  dentists,  and 
Father  Michael  Walsh,  who  thanked 
them  for  their  generous  cooperation.

This  year  the  Alumni  Association 
instituted  a  series  of  lectures  on  "Pre- 
Employment  Preparation"  to  help 
the  June  graduates.  A  special  Alumni 
committee,  familiar  with  the  program 
at  the  College  and  with  conditions  in 
the  field,  headed  by  William  J.  Cun- 
ningham, '26,  head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Business  Education  at 
Charlestown  High  School,  and  includ- 
ing Robert  T.  Griffin,  '39,  chairman 
of  the  Alumni  Hall  committee; 
George  P.  Donaldson,  '29,  director  of 
the  Placement  Bureau;  Charles  E. 
Doherty,  '51,  CBA,  Personnel  De- 
partment, First  National  Stores,  Inc., 
Somerville,  and  Thomas  F.  Turnan, 
'39,  secretary  of  the  Alumni  Hall 
Committee,  arranged  the  program. 

The  program  called  for  a  series  of 
meetings  beginning  on  Tuesday,  Feb- 
ruary 10  at  8  P.M.  in  Alumni  Hall 
and  continuing  at  two-week  intervals 
through  March  and  April.  At  the 
meetings  the  speaker  gave  a  prepared 
but  informal  talk  for  half  an  hour 
followed  by   a    10-minute   break   for 

"coffee  and ".   Then  there  was 

a  question  and  answer  psriod  where- 
in the  speaker  made  practical  sugges- 
tions on  specific  problems  presented 
by  individual  students. 

The  speaker  for  the  first  meeting 
was  Walter  Dray  '34  Vocational  Ad- 
visor for  the  V.  A.  at  Boston  Univer- 
sity who  discussed  "Self-Analysis"  in 
connection  with  employment.  At 
the  second  meeting  Peter  Quinn,  '32, 
Employment  Manager  for  William 
Filene's  Sons  Co.,  Boston,  spoke  on 
"Preparation  of  theWritten  Resume". 
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The  third  session  was  a  panel  dis- 
cussion for  which  the  moderator  was 
Chairman  Cunningham.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  panel  were  Boston  College 
Alumni  active  in  the  field  as  inter- 
viewers and  employment  managers: 
Thomas  W.  Cook,  '33,  Employment 
Manager,  White  Bros.,  Quincy;  Tim- 
othy J.  Nevins,  '43,  Employment  In- 
terviewer at  Raytheon,  Waltham; 
Paul  J.  Dorr,  '49,  Assistant  Personnel 
Manager  at  the  Electronics  Division 
of  American  Machinery  &  Foundry 
Co.,  Boston;  John  P.  Murray,  Jr., 
'51,  CBA,  American  Sugar  Refining 
Co.,  Boston;  John  F.  Tripp,  '51, 
CBA,  Personnel,  Walworth  Co.,  Bos- 
ton. 

This  panel  meeting  was  devoted  to 
"Do's  and  Don'ts  During  the  Actual 
Interview".  The  panel  members 
stressed  the  factors  that  make  or 
break  the  alumnus  -  applicant's 
chances  for  the  job  for  which  he  ap- 
plies. A  mock  interview  was  held  to 
demonstrate  good  and  bad  attitudes 
on  the  part  of  the  job-seeker.  For 
the  fourth  and  final  meeting  all  the 
speakers  of  the  previous  three  ses- 
sions were  present.  Projection  equip- 
ment was  obtained  from  the  Visual 
Education  Department  at  the  College 
and  a  typical  resume,  prepared  by 
one  of  the  seniors  attending  the  semi- 
nar, was  projected  on  the  screen  for 
analysis,  criticism  and  comment.  Fol- 
lowing the  customary  coffee  break  the 
students  attending  consulted  with  the 
different  Alumni  Personnel  men  pres- 
ent about  their  individual  problems. 
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In  1863  Boston  College  opened  its  doors  to  22  students.  At  its  90th  Com- 
mencement held  at  Alumni  Field  on  June  10,  1953,  Boston  College  granted  degrees 
to  1308  graduates  of  seven  schools.  The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  granted  436 
degrees;  the  College  of  Business  Administration  (founded  in  1938)  granted  248 
degrees;  the  Law  School  (founded  in  1929)  granted  90  degrees;  the  Nursing  School 
(founded  in  1947)  granted  42  degrees;  the  School  of  Social  Work  (founded  in 
1936)  granted  89  degrees;  the  Graduate  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  granted  200 
degrees;  and  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  Intown  (founded  in  1929)  granted 
degrees  to  63  students.    Seven  degrees  were  conferred  honoris  causa. 

MOST  REVEREND  LEONARD  J.  RAYMOND,  D.D.  Doctor  of  Laws 

Thrice  blessed  is  he  who  can  expound  for  Western  ears  the  spiritual  genius  of 
the  East;  who  can  enlist  among  the  Eastern  peoples  sympathy  and  understanding 
for  the  restless  energy  of  the  West.

As  Bishop  of  Allahabad,  he  is  one  among  some  thirty  Indian  bishops  who  are 
custodians  of  a  Catholic  tradition  which  goes  back  to  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle. 
Boston  College  greets  him  with  homage  and  affection  as  a  bright  portent  for  the 
prosperity  of  the  Church  in  the  East.  Saluting  in  him  also  the  new  nation  of  India, 
whose  ideals  of  freedom  and  human  dignity  are  so  like  our  own,  the  President  and 
the  Trustees  of  the  University  confer  on  the  Most  Reverend  Leonard  J.  Raymond 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws,  honoris  causa.

After  his  early  education  in  the  schools  of  his  native  Fall  River,  Bishop  Con- 
nolly studied  at  St.  Charles  and  at  St.  Mary's  in  Maryland  where  he  received  his 
M.A.  degree  in  1920.

He  succeeded  to  this 
see  two  years  ago.  After  his  early  work  as  scholar,  teacher,  spiritual  father,  learned 
contributor  to  historical  journals,  and  on  the  threshold  of  his  new  life  as  Pastor  of 
the  flock  in  Fall  River,  the  President  and  the  Trustees  of  Boston  College  are 
pleased  to  confer  on  the  Most  Reverend  James  L.  Connolly  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Laws,  honoris  causa.

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Modem  Industrial  Spectrography

A  course  unique  in  the  history  of 
Science  at  Boston  College  has  been 
offered  by  the  Physics  Department 
each  summer  for  the  past  three  years. 
This  course,  known  as  Modern  Indus- 
trial Spectrography,  is  highly  special- 
ized and  eminently  practical.  It  is  of- 
fered to  people  already  employed  in 
government  or  industrial  laboratories 
rather  than  to  college  undergraduates. 
Those  who  enroll  have  one  purpose  in 
mind,  namely,  to  attain  an  under- 
standing of  the  theory  of  Spectrochem- 
ical  Analysis  and  to  achieve  dexterity 
in  the  use  of  the  instruments  used  in 
this  field  of  applied  science. 

Each  day  for  two  weeks  in  the  heat 
of  the  summer,  those  attending  the 
course  subject  themselves  to  a  rigor- 
ous schedule  of  two  hours  of  lecture 
and  six  hours  of  laboratory  work.  At 
the  end  of  the  two  weeks  they  return 
to  their  positions  in  industry  and  research  to  put  into 
daily  practice  the  knowledge  gained  at  the  Heights. 
Generally,  no  credits  are  given  and  there  are  no  tests 
or  examinations.  The  deep  interests  of  the  students 
supplies  all  the  incentive  and  there  is  no  need  of  the 
tests. 

Spectrography  is  the  application  of  the  physicist's 
spectrograph  to  the  analysis  of  the  chemist's  products. 
When  a  chemical  substance  is  burned  in  an  electric  arc 
it  will  give  off  light.  Each  element  in  the  arc  gives  off 
its  own  set  of  characteristic  colors.  The  spectrograph 
sorts  out  these  colors  and  makes  a  photographic  record 
of  them. 

In  a  spectrograph  the  light  from  the  electric  arc  is 
focused  on  a  very  narrow  slit.  From  the  slit  the  light 
is  directed  to  the  highly  polished  surface  of  a  prism  or 
to  the  surface  of  an  accurately  ruled  grating  upon 
which  are  engraved  parallel  lines.  There  may  be  as 
many  as  thirty  thousand  of  these  to  the  inch.  The 
function  of  the  prism  or  grating  is  to  sort  out  the  light 
according  to  its  colors.  The  arrangement  of  colors  is 
the  same  as  that  seen  in  the  rainbow.  The  dispersed 
light  from  the  prism  or  grating  is  focused  on  a  photo- 
graphic plate.  Upon  development  of  the  plate  a  series 
of  lines  are  found.  Each  of  these  lines  represents  one 
color  that  came  from  the  burning  arc. 

From  the  position  of  the  lines  that  appear  on  the 
plate  the  spectroscopist  can  determine  which  elements 
were  present  in  the  arc.  By  choosing  the  proper  lines 
on  the  plate  and  by  measuring  the  degree  of  blacken- 
ing of  these  lines  he  can  tell  how  much  of  the  element 
was  present  in  the  arc.  For  this  latter  operation  the 
spectroscopist  needs  an  instrument  called  a  densitom- 
eter. It  is  so  called  because  it  measures  the  density  of 
the  lines  on  a  photographic  plate.  Thus  the  spectro- 
graph can  accomplish  both  qualitative  and  quantitative 
analysis. 

The  chemist  has  his  own  methods  of  doing  this  an- 
alysis. However,  when  the  substance  must  be  analyzed 
for  percentages  of  elements  ranging  from  ten  percent 
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to  a  thousandth  of  a  percent  or  less  the 
spectrograph  can  do  it  much  more  rap- 
idly and  much  more  accurately  than 
the  normal  procedures  of  chemistry. 
Moreover  the  spectroscopist  can  ana- 
lyze for  several  of  the  elements  simul- 
taneously. Because  of  this  feature  of 
the  method  the  spectroscopist  can  av- 
erage ten  minutes  to  an  analysis  that 
would  require  a  couple  of  hours  for  the 
wet  chemist. 

The  rapidity,  precision  and  economy 
of  spectrographic  results  are  obvious 
to  industrialists  operating  laboratories 
that  require  hundreds  of  analyses 
daily.  The  steel  industry  offers  a  case 
in  point.  In  steel  production  the 
"melt"  must  be  analyzed  before  it  is 
poured  to  insure  the  specifications  of 
the  final  product.  The  cost  of  operat- 
ing the  furnace  is  extremely  high  and 
it  may  not  be  shut  down  to  make  the 
analysis.  Now  by  making  the  spectrograph  automatic 
for  this  problem,  it  is  possible  to  take  a  sample  of  the 
molten  metal  and  complete  an  analysis  for  some  twelve 
elements  in  three  or  four  minutes. 

For  all  of  this  the  spectrograph  is  not  without  its  own 
problems  and  complications.  It  is  onlv  as  fast  and  re- 
liable as  the  people  who  operate  it.  The  rapid  speeds 
mentioned  above  will  not  be  possible  in  the  hands  of 
untrained  operators.  Thus  while  the  metal  industries 
especially  have  eyed  this  process  with  considerable  in- 
terest they  have  discovered  that  unless  they  employ 
competent  personnel  the  results  are  disastrous. 

The  metal  industries  are  not  the  only  ones  interested 
in  spectroscopv.  Government  research  and  control  lab- 
oratories. Medical  laboratories,  police  and  agricultural 
laboratories,  mining  industries  and  even  atomic  energy 
laboratories  have  found  the  spectrograph  serviceable 
and  efficient.  Each  of  these  laboratories  presents  its 
own  problems  and  requires  its  own  techniques.  It  is 
precisely  the  theorv  behind  these  techniques  and  the 
procedures  followed  in  them  that  the  summer  school 
in  spectroscopy  incorporates  in  its  course. 

The  general  interest  in  spectroscopy  on  the  one  hand 
and  the  acute  shortage  of  personnel  on  the  other  offers 
a  challenee  to  a  university.  With  this  in  mind  in  the 
early  spring  of  1949,  Reverend  John  A.  Tobin,  S.J., 
proposed  to  the  authorities  of  Boston  College  that  the 
Physical  Department  reactivate  the  course  in  spectro- 
scopy. With  characteristic  foresight  Father  Tobin 
planned  that  the  course  should  be  at  the  graduate  school 
level  and  should  include  laboratory  training.  The  uni- 
versitv  authorities  approved  it  and  the  course  was  in- 
cluded in  the  catalogue  for  1949-1950. 

With  the  limited  funds  available  a  laboratory  was 
eciuipped  for  the  work  with  the  expectation  of  a  hum- 
ble beeinnine  with  a  small  number  of  students.  Thus 
a  medium  prating  spectrograph  with  accessories  and  a 
high  precision  densitometer  were  purchased  from  the 
Jarrell-Ash  Companv  of  Boston,  manufacturers  of  op- 
tical instruments.     Out  of  the  materials  available  from 
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the  War  Surplus  Program,  Mr.  John  W.  Shork  of  the 
Physics  Department  built  a  power  source  to  complete 
the  equipment. 

The  student  response  to  the  course  was  far  beyond 
anticipations.  Some  twelve  graduate  students  applied 
for  spectroscopy  and  registered  for  thesis  work  in  this 
same  field.  This  response,  gratifying  as  it  was,  strained 
the  facilities  of  the  laboratory  and  the  ingenuity  of  the 
professor. 

From  the  very  beginning  of  this  endeavor  the  Jarrell- 
Ash  Company  showed  a  keen  interest  in  the  efforts  of 
the  college.  So  that  winter  Mr.  Lynwood  0.  Eikram 
who  was  associated  with  the  laboratory  work  at  Boston 
College  brought  a  proposal  from  his  employers,  the 
Jarrell-Ash  Company,  that  Boston  College  initiate  an 
intensive  summer  school  course  in  industrial  spectro- 
scopy. The  company,  in  turn,  offered  to  lend  many 
thousands  of  dollars'  worth  of  the  latest  types  of  spec- 
troscopic equipment  for  this  purpose.  Moreover,  the 
company  expressly  stipulated  that  the  name  of  Jarrell- 
Ash  not  be  used  in  announcing  or  advertising  the 
course. 

Here  was  a  grand  opportunity  to  meet  a  pressing 
need.  The  Jarrell-Ash  Company  augments  the  labora- 
tory facilities  of  the  university.  Boston  College  pro- 
vides the  educational  facilities.  Industry  supplies  the 
personnel  to  be  trained.  Genuine  cooperation  between 
Boston  College  and  industry  alleviates  in  a  practical 
way  a  critical  shortage  for  the  national  benefit. 

The  college  authorities  gave  immediate  approval.  Ac- 
cordingly, announcements  of  the  course  were  published 
in  leading  scientific  and  industrial  journals.  Bulletins 
were  mailed  to  universities  and  industrial  firms  east  of 
the  Mississippi.  The  Summer  School  of  Modern  In- 
dustrial Spectrograpy  found  some  fifteen  students  eager 
to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  enrolled  at 
The  Heights.  They  came  from  points  as  distant  as 
Canada,  Nebraska  and  Georgia.  In  each  case  all  ex- 
penses were  paid  by  the  firms  sponsoring  the  student. 

The  summer  of  1951  found  twenty-five  students  en- 
rolled in  the  course  and  1952,  twenty-eight.  Of  the 
twenty-eight  who  attended  this  past  summer,  twenty 
representatives  came  from  industry,  seven  from  govern- 
ment laboratories  and  one  from  the  colleges.  One  stu- 
dent had  his  Ph.D.,  four  had  Master's  degrees.  All  of 
the  others  had  college  degrees.  Three  of  the  students 
were  girls. 

The  geographical  expansion  of  the  reputation  of 
Boston  College  become  apparent  when  we  consider  that 
this  group  included  people  from  New  England,  the 
Eastern  Seaboard,  the  Middle  West  and  the  South  in- 
cluding Texas.  One  student  was  sent  by  his  firm  from 
a  metallurgical  laboratory  high  up  in  the  Andes  in  Peru. 
There  were  inquiries  from  Holland  and  Formosa. 

The  public  relations  standpoint  in  this  connection 
can  hardly  be  overemphasized.  The  group  insisted  up- 
on telling  us  of  the  happy  memories  they  were  carrying 
away  with  them  of  their  stay  of  the  Heights.  Lasting 
impressions  were  scored  by  the  beauty  of  the  campus 
and  the  courtesy  of  the  people  whom  they  met.  Not  a 
few  were  surprised  that  a  priest  would  have  a  teaching

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knowledge  of  such  a  practical  subject 
as  spectroscopy.  They  were  further 
amazed  that  he  could  get  his  hands 
dirty  in  the  laboratory.  Several  made 
serious  inquiries  about  the  courses 
given  in  science  in  the  Graduate 
School.  The  program  included  vis- 
its to  the  plants  of  the  Jarrell-Ash 
Company  and  Baird  Associates.  Both 
of  these  firms  entertained  their  guests. 

The  staff  consisted  of  the  author, 
Mr.  Lynwood  O.  Oikrem  of  Jarrell- 
Ash  Company,  who  lectured  as  well 
as  instructed  in  the  laboratory,  of 
Reverend  Bernard  A.  Fiekers,  S.J., 
of  Holy  Cross  who  was  consultant 
chemist  and  assisted  in  the  labora- 
tory, of  Mr.  John  W.  Shork  and  Mr. 
John  J.  Power  of  the  Physics  Depart- 
ment at  Boston  College  who  in- 
structed in  the  laboratory. 

The  instrumentation  comprised  two 
large  spectrographs  and  two  medium 
sized  specrographs,  one  high  powered 
and  two  medium  powered  spec-power 
sources,  four  precision  densitometers 
and  an  assortment  of  electrode  drill- 
ers, viewing  boxes,  developing  equip- 


ment and  optical  bench  accessories. 
One  of  the  medium  spectographs  and 
one  of  the  densitometers  together 
with  the  medium  power  sources  be- 
long to  Boston  College. 

The  instrumentation  owned  by  the 
college  is  used  in  the  regular  graduate 
spectroscopy  course  given  in  the 
Graduate  School.  On  this  limited  in- 
strumentation eighteen  Master's 
theses  have  been  completed  in  the 
past  three  years.  The  limitations  of 
the  equipment  have  taxed  our  in- 
genuity. Our  ambitions  far  outrun 
our  equipment  but  our  hopes  are  ever 
alive  for  the  acquisition  of  first  class 
equipment. 

It  is  felt  that  the  summer  program 
carried  on  with  the  generous  coopera- 
tion of  Jarrell-Ash  Company  has 
been  productive  of  some  very  worth- 
while service  to  government  and  in- 
dustry. The  college  intends  to  offer 
this  course  each  summer  as  long  as  it 
can  serve  the  government  and  indus- 
try and  contribute  a  public  service  to 
the  nation.

Under  the  tropical  sun  of  Jamaica,  in  the  heat  of  the  ancient  city  of 
Baghdad,  or  in  the  Philippines,  the  Marshalls,  the  islands  of  Japan,  there  are 
129  Jesuits  from  the  New  England  Province,  one  small  portion  of  the  largest 
missionary  order  in  the  Church.  We  know  why  they  are  there.  To  bring 
those  who  know  Him  not,  to  Christ,  and  to  bring  Christ  to  them.  In  the  mis- 
sion lands  of  the  world,  men  like  these  are  working  and  living  and  loving,  to 
bring  all  men  to  the  One  Fold  and  to  prepare  for  Our  Saviour's  Second  Advent. 

To  support  them  is  not  easy.  The  New  England  Mission  Office,  out- 
side of  private  donations,  has  two  main  sources  of  revenue,  from  the  sale  of 
Christmas  Cards,  and  from  the  sale  of  used  stamps.  These  two  alone  shoul- 
der the  responsibility  of  keeping  the  Jesuit  Missions  of  New  England  running. 
The  lowly  stamps,  a  piece  of  colored  paper  with  black  lines  smudged  across  it, 
is  very  important  to  .the  Jesuit  Missionary,  and  to  his  friends. 

The  stamps  come  to  the  Mission  Stamp  Bureau  here  at  Weston  College, 
the  Jesuit  House  of  Studies,  in  sundry  packages,  cloth  bags,  manila  envelopes, 
and  sometimes  in  large  carton  boxes  (those  are  the  ones  we  like  to  see!). 
Downstairs  in  the  old  Seismological  lab  they  are  sorted  out  during  recreation 
after  supper  by  volunteers;  each  night  of  the  week,  fifteen  or  so  young  Jesuits 
separate  them  into  various  classes  according  to  their  values.  Naturally,  the 
most  valuable  ones  are  foreign  stamps,  which  constitute  our  greatest  trade; 
American  stamps  of  high  value,  commemoratives  and  precancels  come  next; 
the  rest  of  the  scale  is  filled  out  by  the  more  common,  lower  value  stamps. 
Among  all  these,  there  is  but  one  which  we  cannot  use,  one  alone  which  is  an 
"undesirable,"  the  popular,  purple,  three-cent  stamp  which  bears  the  image 
of  Jefferson.  After  they  are  sorted,  the  stamps  are  bundled  and  sold  to  the 
many  dealers  who  do  business  with  us;  they  in  turn  ship  them  to  various 
parts  of  the  world  where  eager  stamp  collectors  keep  the  wheels  of  this  busi- 
ness  turning. 

To  show  you  the  extent  of  this  dealing  in  stamps,  here  are  a  few  orders 
sent  in  within  the  past  few  months:  From  British  Guiana  a  dealer  wrote  on 
November  28th  for  $500.00  worth  of  stamps,  all  U.  S.,  and  on  December  29th 
his  letter  asked  us  to  send  him  1S00  pounds  of  stamps  each  month  of  the  year. 
In  January,  a  New  York  dealer  requested  2200  pounds  of  all  kinds  of  Amer- 
ican stamps.  From  Brooklyn,  in  the  same  month,  came  an  order  for  $1000.00 
worth  of  all  issues  of  Canadian  stamps.     It  sounds  wonderful,  doesn't  it? 

It  would,  except  that  every  one  of  these  orders,  and  many  others  like 
them,  were  refused.     We  just  don't  have  the  stamps. 

In  the  past  we  relied  upon  the  generous  thoughfulness  of  individual  rel- 
atives and  friends,  or  upon  "Stamp  Crusades"  in  the  Catholic  Schools.  These 
sources  of  supply  are  not  enough.  It  is  time,  now,  to  turn  to  others,  and  to 
ask  those  who  are  able  to  do  so,  to  help  us  get  stamps.  The  Boston  College 
graduate  in  insurance,  medicine,  advertising,  law,  or  in  the  many  other  offices 
and  departments  of  the  business  and  professional  world,  is  the  man  to  whom 
we  turn.

An  unusual  collection  of  Japanese  color  prints  assem- 
bled by  the  late  James  W.  Morrissey,  Class  of  '20,  was 
presented  to  the  Library  in  his  memory,  April  IS,  1951, 
by  members  of  his  family.  The  formal  presentation  was 
made  by  Dr.  Arthur  Morrissey,  Class  of  '29,  young- 
est of  the  five  Morrissey  brothers  who  were  famous 
athletes  in  hockey,  football  and  baseball  during  their 
years  at  the  Heights.  As  alumni,  the  loyalty  of  the 
Morrissey  brothers  to  Alma  Mater  has  all  but  surpassed 
their  zeal  for  her  fame  on  the  gridiron,  hockey  rink  and 
baseball  diamond  during  their  student  days.  So  it  is 
particularly  fitting  that  the  memory  of  their  brother 
James  should  be  perpetuated  at  the  Heights  by  his  fam- 
ily's generous  gift  of  the  treasures  he  had  gathered  dur- 
ing the  last  years  of  his  life.  They  are  now  among  the 
most  valued  possessions  of  the  Library  where,  in  Gar- 
gan  Hall,  they  rest  in  the  handsome  exhibition  case 
which  is  also  a  gift  from  the  Morrissey  family. 

After  the  presentation  of  the  collection  by  Dr.  Mor- 
rissey, a  private  exhibition  of  the  prints  for  the  Mor- 
rissey family,  their  friends,  and  the  FRIENDS  OF 
THE  LIBRARY  was  opened  by  an  illustrated  lecture 
entitled,  "Fundamentals  of  Japanese  Art."  The  lecturer, 
Mr.  Robert  Treat  Paine,  Jr.,  assistant  curator  of  Asiatic 
Collections  in  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  gave  a 
brilliant  talk  reflective  of  his  acknowledged  authority 
in  his  chosen  field.  A  brief  catalog  of  the  collection, 
with  sketches  of  the  artists,  was  distributed  to  those 
present  and  to  those  who,  during  the  five  days  follow- 
ing, visited  the  exhibition  when  it  was  open  to  the  pub- 
lic. A  general  description  of  the  collection  appeared 
two  years  ago  in  the  January  and  April  issues  of  the 
LIBRARIUM — a  publication  issued  at  intervals  for 
FRIENDS  OF  THE  LIBRARY— and  two  of  the 
prints  are  reproduced  in  a  recently  published  brochure 
of  the  Library.  In  the  original  collection — authori- 
tatively pronounced  one  of  the  best  private  collections 
in  the  field — are  thirty-eight  prints  of  the  Ukiyo-e,  or 
"Popular  School,"  including  landscapes  by  Hiroshige 
and  Hokusai;  figure  studies  by  Harunobu,  Kiyonaga, 
Koryusai,  and  Utamaro;  and  other  subjects  by  Eishi, 
Toyokuni  Eizan  and  Fusanobu.  Among  the  landscapes 
are  some  that  will  be  familiar  to  those  alumni  who  saw 
service  in  Japan.  Other  subjects  include  portrayals  of 
costumes,  games,  occupations  and  the  theatre  of  a 
Japan  that  no  longer  exists. 

In  October,  1952,  there  was  added  to  the  collection 
a  gift  from  Dr.  Morrissey,  a  group  of  eleven  prints. 
Eight  are  by  Hiroshige,  one  of  the  greatest  of  Japan's 
artists  in  the  field  of  color  prints,  whose  work  is  richly 
represented  in  the  original  collection.  Two  are  by  Kubo 
Shunman  and  one  by  Keisar  Eisen,  neither  of  whom 
was  previously  represented.  Shunman's  prints,  par- 
ticularly rare  because  of  the  brief  period  he  devoted  to 
print  making,  are  two  panels  of  the  triptych,  "Temple 
Visitors."   One  of  these,  here  reproduced,  illustrates  the 
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peculiar  charm  of  the  artist's  figure-composition — "fig- 
ures and  draperies  that  prolong  themselves  in  sinuous 
subtleties  of  line,"  producing  an  effect  far  removed  from 
the  realism  of  Western  portraiture.  Louis  Ledoux,  com- 
menting on  the  distinctive  features  of  Shunman's  work, 
discernible  even  in  our  black  and  white  reproduction, 
speaks  of  his  "indefinable  quality  which  the  Japanese 
call  shibui — a  word  that  indicates  something  more  than 
the  refinement  of  perfect  good  taste,  for  it  suggests  also 
the  unobtrusiveness  of  all  that  is  in  perfect  taste,  from 
the  coloring  of  a  costume  to  the  feeling  of  a  tea  bowl." 
Our  single  print  by  Eisen  is  "Ithana"  from  the  series, 
"Sixty-nine  Stations  of  the  Kiso  Road."  Basil  Stewart 
speaks  of  it  as  "a  fine  snow  scene,  showing  that  Eisen 
could,  when  so  minded,  equal  Hiroshige  in  producing 
effective  design." 

Among  the  recent  acquisitions  is  a  notably  beautiful 
print  by  Hiroshige  especially  effective  in  illustrating 
the  characteristic  freshness  and  intimacy  with  which 
this  artist  depicts  every  aspect  and  mood  of  his  coun- 
try's landscape.  The  entrancing  colors  of  the  original 
are  lost  in  our  black  and  white  reproduction.  But  it 
retains  the  magic  lines  in  which  Hiroshige  excelled,  giv- 
ing that  sense  of  rhythm  that  is  of  such  paramount  im- 
portance in  Japanese  art  in  effecting  its  chief  character- 
istic— an  infinite  variety  of  suggestion  and  overtones. 

In  a  letter  written  shortly  after  his  brother's  death, 
when  Dr.  Morrissey  first  offered  his  brother's  collection 
as  a  gift  to  the  Library,  he  mentioned  the  singular  ap- 
propriateness of  the  gift  because  of  "the  association  of 
Jesuits  with  Japan  since  the  time  of  St.  Francis  Xavier," 
and  because  many  Boston  College  men,  students  and 
alumni,  were  brought  into  direct  contact  with  Japan 
and  its  culture  during  World  War  II  and  the  subsequent 
occupation  of  the  country  by  American  troops.  Orig- 
inally it  was  planned  to  have  a  permanent,  rotary  ex- 
hibition of  the  prints  so  that  students  might  have  an 
opportunity  to  familiarize  themselves  with  this  fascinat- 
ing genre  of  Japanese  art.  But  it  was  learned,  upon  in- 
quiry from  the  best  authority  on  the  subject  that  Jap- 
anese color  prints  are  so  highly  sensitive  to  light,  even 
to  indirect  light,  that  deterioration  can  be  clearly  de- 
tected in  them  even  after  a  brief  exposure.  However, 
the  collection  has  been  completely  cataloged  and  ar- 
ranged so  that  the  prints  are  easily  accessible.  From 
the  delight  and  pleasure  of  those  who  have  already 
viewed  them,  we  know  that  a  most  pleasurable  experi- 
ence awaits  those  alumni  who  have  not  as  yet  seen  this 
remarkable  collection.  Supplementing  the  prints,  and 
an  important  part  of  the  collection,  is  a  choice  library 
of  nearly  fifty  volumes,  richly  illustrated,  on  Japanese 
art.  These  volumes  have  been  carefully  selected  to  aid 
in  the  understanding  and  appreciation  of  this  fascinat- 
ing subject.

Twenty-five  years  ago,  on  June  13, 
the  Boston  College  class  of  1928  ob- 
served Class  Day  in  the  shadow  of  a 
new  building  on  the  campus. 

On  that  day,  the  Very  Rev.  James 
H.  Dolan,  S.J.,  then  president  of  Bos- 
ton College,  dedicated  the  library 
building.  Gov.  Alvan.  T.  Fuller  was 
among  the  speakers  to  hail  the  com- 
pletion of  the  newest  Gothic  structure 
crowning  the  heights  above  the  twin 
reservoirs. 

Class  Day  Chairman  James  M. 
Curley,  Jr.,  conveyed  to  the  Jesuit 
Fathers  the  congratulations  of  the 
members   of  the  graduating  class. 

In  the  Class  Day  ceremonies  that 
followed,  1928's  president,  Daniel 
Driscoll,  delivered  the  Mantle  ora- 
tion; Joseph  Doyle  gave  the  Tower 
oration;  Neil  Scanlon  gave  the  Tree 
oration;  the  class  poem  was  read  by 
Francis  P.  Moran,  the  class  history 
by  Martin  Kane  and  the  class  proph- 
ecy by  John  Ryder. 

The  year  of  1928  was  one  of  bril- 
liant accomplishments  outside  of  the 
little  world  of  the  229  young  men 
who  were  to  receive  their  degrees 
from  the  hands  of  revered  alumnus 
William   Cardinal   O'Connell. 

In  that  commencement  week,  B.  C. 
beat  Holy  Cross  in  a  baseball  thriller, 
4  to  3.  John  "Lefty"  Shea  of  '28 
gave  up  only  three  hits  until  the 
ninth,  when  Coach  Hugh  Duffy  sent 
in  Hugh  McNulty  to  squelch  a 
threatening  Crusader  rally.  In  the 
B.  C.  lineup  were  Creeden,  Morris 
('28),  Gibson,  Weston,  O'Day,  Mon- 
cewicz  ('28),  Stokinger  ('28),  Mc- 
Menimen  ('28),  Shea  ('28),  McNulty 
and  Clinton  ('28). 

As  the  years  passed  and  these 
names  faded  from  the  news  and 
sports  pictures,  the  members  of  1928 
began  to  emerge  as  heads  of  their  own 
families  and  to  attain  prominence  in 
their  communities. 

Forty-three  members  answered  the 
call  to  the  religious  life,  42  studying 
for  the  priesthood  and  one  becoming 
a  brother. 

Fr.  Joseph  McGoldrick  is  stationed 


in  Soledad,  Calif.;  Fr.  Joseph  Shea, 
O.M.I.,  is  in  Toledo,  Ohio. 

Two  of  the  clergy  are  pastors,  the 
Rev.  Francis  P.  Moran  of  Our  Lady 
of  Pompeii,  Boston,  and  the  Rev. 
Francis  S.  Shea  of  St.  Ann's,  West 
Bridgewater.  Fr.  Leo  McCann  is  a 
chaplain  in  the  Air  Force. 

Among  the  15  lawyers,  two  have 
risen  to  the  bench.  The  Hon.  Fred- 
erick V.  McMenimen  is  a  judge  in  the 
Middlesex  Probate  Court,  Cam- 
bridge; John  Henry  Morris,  legal  ad- 
viser to  former  Gov.  Paul  Dever,  was 
appointed  by  Dever  as  an  associate 
justice  in  the  East  Cambridge  Dis- 
trict Court. 

Charles  Owen  Dooley  has  been  ap- 
pointed a  special  assistant  on  the  staff 
of  the  LI.  S.  attorney  general  in  Bos- 
ton. William  Cashman  is  legal  coun- 
sel to  the  Veterans  Administration. 
Edward  Conley  is  an  attorney  in  fed- 
eral service.  Warren  Fitzgerald  is 
assistant  registrar,  Middlesex  Pro- 
bate Court.  Joseph  F.  McCarthy  is 
the  registrar,  Boston  College  Law 
School. 

Many  members  of  the  class  en- 
tered the  social  service  field.  Patrick 
Tompkins  is  commissioner  of  the 
Mass.  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 
Another  '28  member,  John  McGill- 
ivray,  is  commissioner  of  institutions 
for  the  city  of  Boston.  Richard  J. 
Condon  is  executive  secretary  of  the 
St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Society  and  chair- 
man of  the  trustees,  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital. Paul  McCarthy  is  supervisor 
of  veterans'  services,  Boston. 

Lloyd  Doyle  of  Dorchester,  presi- 
dent of  the  '28  class,  is  a  field  auditor 
for  the  state  Department  of  Public 
Welfare.  Also  in  the  state's  welfare 
service  are  Victor  Newton,  Richard 
Morrissey  and  Edmund  Silk.  In  the 
Boston  welfare  department  are  Wil- 
liam DiMarzio,  Arthur  Morrissey 
and  Arthur  Downey. 

There  are  14  physicians  and  two 
dentists.  Dr.  Joseph  B.  Doyle,  ob- 
stetrician, recently  lectured  before 
medical  societies  in  London  and  Dub- 
lin. Dr.  John  Andosca  is  superin- 
tendent of  Long  Island  Hospital.  Dr. 
Joseph  McCarthy  is  medical  exam- 
iner, Concord,  N.  H.  Farthest  from 
Boston  is  Dr.  Alexander  Ross,  in 
Minneapolis.  Dr.  Paul  Hinchey  of 
Salem  and  Dr.  Robert  Donovan  of 
Brookline  are  hailed  by  classmates  as 
the  foremost  fathers,  for  each  has 
nine   children.    Dr.   Arthur   Shinney 
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is  an  X-ray  specialist.  Dr.  Frederick 
Campbell  of  Brighton  is  active  in 
class  affairs. 

The  dentists  are  Dr.  Herbert  Ott 
of  West  Roxbury  and  Dr.  Josepeh 
Lynch,  prominent  in  the  affairs  of 
the  town  of  Foxboro. 

Class  records  show  at  least  40  men 
selected  pedagogy  for  their  careers. 
Among  those  who  have  risen  to  prom- 
inence are:  John  Herlihy,  superin- 
tendent of  Chelsea  schools;  John  Mc- 
Devitt,  superintendent  of  Waltham 
schools;  Albert  Giroux,  principal  of 
Somerville  High  school;  Harold  Qual- 
ters,  principal  in  Mansfield. 

Class  Secretary  Malcolm  McLoud 
is  professor  of  Latin  and  Greek  at 
Boston  College  and  head  of  the  in- 
tramural sports  program.  John  Barry 
of  Brighton  High  school  also  is  pub- 
lisher of  the  magazine  "The  New 
England  Teacher." 

Teacher-coaches  include  Joseph 
Fitzgerald  at  Reading  High;  John 
Kelleher  at  Rindge  Tech;  Anthony 
Martin  at  Great  Barrington,  R.  I.; 
Thomas  O'Brien  at  Athol  High.  John 
Kelley,  teacher  at  Cambridge  Latin, 
is  noted  in  sports  circles  as  the  suc- 
cessful hockey  and  golf  coach  at  Bos- 
ton College.  Herbert  Stokinger  is 
athletic  director  at  Milton  Academy. 

In  the  newspaper-advertising  field 
are  Neal  Scanlon,  city  editor  of  the 
Boston  American  and  well  known  to 
the  Greater  Boston  TV  audience  as  a 
newscaster;  John  Ryder  of  the  Bos-

men  are  rated  on  the  first  team.  A 
number  of  good  football  players,  re- 
stricted in  experience,  offense  or  de- 
fense, must  make  the  shift  to  two- 
way  play.  Some  think  that  the  de- 
fensive linemen  have  the  advantage. 
Yet,  judging  from  the  recent  prac- 
tices, each  man  was  making  his  own 
advantage. 

The  freshman  ends,  Dick  Gagliar- 
di,  Emerson  Dickie,  Frank  Furey  and 
Dick  Lucas,  all  battled  for  recogni- 
tion this  Spring.

They  are 
being  pushed  by  such  frosh  as  Al 
Kirklys,  Cambridge;  Dick  Pearce, 
Weymouth;  Vinnie  St.  Pierre,  Taun- 
ton; Jim  Kaiser,  Randolph,  Dick 
Myles,  Billerica;  Cliff  Poirier,  Wal- 
tham;  and  big  John  Miller,  Lowell, 
who  has  returned  to  the  gridiron  after 
a  year's  absence.

A  proud  product  of  Newport,  Martin 
appears  on  the  B.  C.  scene  in  the 
wake  of  Al  "General"  McClellan,  who 
is  now  coaching  at  Belmont  Abbey  in 
North  Carolina.  Martin  is  rated  as 
one  of  Newport's  all-time  great 
schoolboy  stars  and  was  also  an  out- 
standing player  at  Georgetown  under 
Elmer  Ripley.  He  was  graduated 
from  Georgetown  in  1942,  served 
with  the  U.  S.  Army  Air  Corps — did 
some  coaching  and  playing  during 
his  service  years- — -and  then  came 
back  to  De  La  Salle  Academy.  He 
steered  the  De  La  Salle  quintets  to 
the  state  schoolboy  championship  and 
the  Eastern  Catholic  Tourney  title, 
both  in  1950,  and  his  1949  and  1951 
teams  both  went  into  the  finals  of 
the  state  tourneys. 

"Dino"  also  gained  fame  during  his 
schooling  years  as  a  top  flight  tennis 
player.  He  has  spent  winter  months 
as  a  pro-coach  in  Florida.

The  modern  system  of  news  distribution,  developed  by  the  nation's  news- 
papers and  news  and  picture  services,  is  one  of  the  modern  miracles  which 
we  take  for  granted  without  realizing  that  it  is  a  cornerstone  of  our  democratic 
way  of  life. 

Similarly,  the  modern  system  of  mass  distribution  of  food,  pioneered  by 
the  A&P  93  years  ago,  makes  Americans,  generally,  the  best  fed  people  in  the 
world  .  .  .  and  our  high  standard  of  living  is  certainly  a  major  support  of  our 
democratic  way  of  life. 

As  long  as  Americans  across  the  land  continue  to  have  plenty  of  ac- 
curate news  and  plenty  of  good  food  this  country  is  in  a  fair  way  to  continue 
being  the  best  place  in  the  world  to  live.
